MORE BEEF TESTIMONY. 


Tlie Owner of the Powell Preservative 


Process on tbe Stand. 


Washington, April 8—John Rusich of 


Englewood, N. J., cook for the Second 
New Jerseyj-egiment opened the testi- 
mony at the beef inquiry today. He 
said the meat was rotten, often slimy 
in appearance and frequent complaints 
were made- by men taken sick. It -was 
common talk among the soldiers that 
all the meat sent south was embalmed. 
After frying the meat it tasted like 
straw and had a peculiar smell as if 
decayed. Alexander B. Powell of New 
York, proprietor of the Powell beef 
preservative process, stated he had 
been a dealer in meats in New York 
for 25 years and was the owner of the 
Powell process of preserving meats 
without ice. The formula is secret, but 
not patented as it is so simple. He de- 
clared emphatically no boracic or saly- 
cilic acid was used in the process, nor 
any injection or immersion in chem- 
icals. The process is applied by fumi- 
gation. There would be no smell ex- 
cept that of sulphur half an hour after 
the application, nor any noticeable 
taste. 


Mr. Powell gave particulars of his 


treatment of a carload of Armour's 
beef sent to Tampa in the spring of 


1S98. 
When he heard a contract was 


to be given by the government he had 
reached the conclusion, the govern- 
ment ought to have and use his process 
and had written the president, General 
Miles and General Eagan, asking 
where he should apply to have the 
process used. General Eagan replied 
saying the department was not en- 
gaging in purchasing any process, but 
could only deal with those who would 
supply meat and guarantee it should 
keep.

UKflHKAL KAUTZ ACTION, 


Tlie iDcmltlng aiid Disturbing Condnct 


oi tlie German Consul. 


Apia, Samoa, March 24, via San Fran- 


cisco, April 8.—There have been lively 
times in Samoa during the past few days. 
The United States and British warships 
have shelled Mataafa's forces repeated- 
ly, and sailors have been landed in Apia 
to protect property. 
Numerous cas- 


ualties have resulted on both sides. Ad- 
miral Kautz and the commanders of the 
British ships are anxiously awaiting ad- 
vices from their governments, and m 
the meantime the shelling proceeds daily. 


When Admiral Kautz arrived on the 


Philadelphia he spent two days in mak- 
ing inquiries and then called a meeting 
of all the consuls and the senior officers 
of all the warships in the harbor. As a 
result of the meeting, a proclamation 
was issued by the American admiral, de- ' 
Glaring that the so-called provisional 
government, under Mataafa could have 
no legal status under the Berlin treaty 
and,' therefore, could not be recognised 
by the consular and naval representa- 
tives, and ordering Mataafa and his sup- 
porters to quietly go to their homes and 
respect the laws of the Berlin treaty. 
It was further ordered that the people 
ejected from their homes be returned, 
and the power of the naval force, it was 
stated, would be used against all who 
disregarded the rights of peaceably dis- 
posed people. 
The authority of the 


chief justice was upheld by the procla- 
mation, and the admiral closed by saying 
that he trusted that there would be no 
occasion to use the military powers. 
The proclamation was signed by Ad- 
miral Kautz. 
I 


This proclamation was taken to Ma- 


taafa and read to him by Flag Lieu- 
tenant Miller. 
It was received In 


silence, and na answer was made. Ma- 
taafa ana his chiefs quietly left and 
went to the western portion of the mu- 
nicipality, and it seemed as if they were 
about to obey the command to return to 
their homes. 


The German consul, however, issued 


a, counter proclamation in the Samoan 
language, which was distributed among 
the 
Mataafans. 
The proclamation 


read as follows: 


"By the proclamation of the admiral 


of the United States, dated March 11, it 
was made known that the three con- 
suls of the signatory powers of the Ber- 
lin treaty, as well as the three com- 
manders of men of war, had been unani- 
mous to no more recognize the provis- 
ional government composed of Mataafa 
and/ the 13 chiefs. 


"I. therefore, make known to you that 


this proclamation Is quite false. 
I, 


the German consul general, continue to 
recognize the provisional government of 
Samoa, until I have received contrary 
Instructions from my government.' 


The immediate result of thin act was 


that the rebels turned back and prepared 
for war, declaring that they would not 
0bey the admits order, and would 
'prevent any food supplies being brought 
Into Bamoa for the Malietoa natives.

THE SPLIT INFINITIVE. 


. Bernard Shaw Say* th» CUunor Ab*at 


It IB All -NOTuenie. 


In a letter to tbe editorof the London 


Chronicle G. Bernard Shaw writes: 


I should have thought, riow that we 


have an academy of letters, that it might 
rescue us from the gentlemen who occa- 
sionally write to you to explain how 
English should be written. Some time 
ago you let loose an unhappy creature 
to whom some competent person bad 
incautiously pointed ont a common 
blunder in the use of "and which. " 
Not understanding tbe matter, he began 
accusing every writer in whose works 
he could discover "and 
which" of 


writing bad English. With your per- 
mission, I have extinguished him, and 
he has not since been heard of. There 
was some excuse foe that poor wretch, 
because there unquestionable is a wrong 
way of using "and which, " but for the 
"split infinitive' ' pest there is no excuse 
at all. There is nothing whatever to 
mislead him except his own nature. If 
any man were to object to a split indic- 
ative such as "I greatly regret," or 
a split; subjunctive such as "I should 
greatly prefer, " or a split imperative 
such as "come slowly up," what news- 
paper would waste an inch of space on 
his foolish ignorance? And yet this split 
infinitive nonsense is taken quite seri- 
ously by editors who are sufficiently 
good writers to repeatedly nse it them- 
selves. 


The infinitive is a mood in which the 


position of the adverb cannot possibly 
produce ambiguity; consequently tbe 
order of the words is not a matter of 
grammar, but of style, of which the ear 
is the only arbiter. The ear often de- 
mands the split infinitive and will have 
it iu spite of all tbe silly people who do 
not know what style means. 


When these infinite insects are dis- 


posed of, you will no doubt be attacked 
in due course by the even more impu- 
dent impostors who, though they pro- 
nounce the word "color" so as to rhyme 
with "duller," and never hear it and 
never have heard it and never will hear 
it pronounced in any other way, from 
time to time pretend to be shocked 
when it is spelt without a "n." I trust 
yon will always insist on these nui- 
sances definitely stating whether they 
pronounce it or "honor" or "neighbor" 
or "favor" or "behavior" so as ta 
rhyme with "oar" or "poor," as the 
case rosy be, or whether they are merely 
bogus etymologists— centnry 
belated 


Johnsons. 


In either case you will be justified in 


recommending them to tha care of their 
relatives and suppressing their bab- 
blings.

FOUGHT WITH A MAD WOLF. 


AWFUL FIRE TRAGEDY, 


Bodies of Twelve Persons Taken From 


fiiilos of Burned House. 


flames Worked Quickly and 


Cut Off All Escape. 


Narrow Spaca Between Walls Turned House 


into a Veritable Furnace. 


Cblllicotke (Mo.) Athlete In the Fight 


of Hi* 


For ten minutes the other night 


Gene Miller, a prominent young society 
man and athlete of Chillicothe, Mo., 
had the fight of his life with a mad 
wolf. He had only bis hands with which 
to defend himself from the infuriated 
animal. He was in a section of town 
generally deserted at nightfall and con- 
fined in a narrow alley from which his 
frantic cries for help scarcely reached 
the saunterers who finally came to his? 
rescue. 


Miller lies in bed covered with band- 


ages from head to foot and with 25 dis- 
tinct wounds of the infuriated animal's 
teeth on his body, besides innumerable 
scratches from its claws. The flesh of 
one thigh is almost torn from the bone, 
and there is much doubt of Miller's re- 
covery from the wounds, besides the 
added danger of possible hydrophobia. 
The wolf was Miller's pet, an animal 
of unusual size and for several months 
a notable curiosity of the city. Never 
before had it shown vicionsnesa toward 
Miller. His control of the animal had 
always been considered remarkable, and 
he fondled it with thorough confidence. 
The animal was oruinarily kept in a 
cage as a precaution for the safety of 
others about the hardware store with 
which its master is connected, but 
when alone Miller allowed the wolf the 
freedom of the building, and often it 
has sat on its haunches beside its owner 
for hours when work on books or cor- 
respondence kept him down town. 


When Miller went down town the 


other night, he found that the animal 
bad broken out of its cage, and, upon 
making search, discovered it in an alley 
in the rear of the store. Apprehending 
DO trouble, he approached his pet and 
sought to grasp it 
Instantly the wolf 


sprang at his master, striking him full 
in the breast. Fortunately Miller with- 
stood the force of the animal's jump 
and did not fall. Before be had fully 
recovered from his surprise the wolf's 
teeth were sunk deep into his shoulder, 
and then began his remarkable battl' . 


There was no light in the alley. Few 


persons ever passed that way at night. 
Not even a stick or stone was within 
reach, and he had no opportunity' to 
grasp a weapon, even if one bad been 
et hand. Loudly shrieking for help, he 
sought to escape, but the wolf clung to 
him with the tenacity of a leech. 
Twice, thrice, a half dozen times he 
tore the animal from its grasp, but he 
could not kill it with hia bare hands, 
and he could not get by it to the one 
entrance" to the alley. Again and again 
the wolf jumped on his master, each 
time inflicting horrible wounds, and 
etill no footfall promised succor. 


Torn and fai»t from pain and loss of 


Wood, young Miller fought foot by foot 
to the mouth of the alley. Then, just 
as he fell at last before the force of an- 
other leap of the maddened animal, 
with senses all but gone and the wolf 
teeth in hia flesh, he heard voices and 
fainted. 
The rescuers were close at 


haud, but could not reach him in time 
to prevent the wolf's jfnrther mutila- 
tion of hia body as he lay~ unconscious, 
and they had scarce appeared in sight 
before they, too, were put on the de- 
fensive. 


But Miller's fight had been so brave 


and muscular that the wolf had felt its 
effects. Each of the three men who 
came to the rescue of the unfortunate 
Miller exhibits wounds inflicted in the 
further hattle with the wolf, which for 
a time drove them back. Returning to 
the still unconscious form of Miller, the 
wolf fastened its teeth into his thigh 
and was taken unawares at the time, 
the three rescuers, stirred by the horror 
of the situation to a point almost of 
forgetfulness, throwing themselves pell 
mell on to the brute. Fortunately one 
of the men carried a large pocketknife, 
and it was with this weapon that the 
mad animal was finally dispatched. — 
Special St. Loais Post-Dispatch. 


NOVEL DREDGING. 


How a Diamond IVa* Recovered 


With a Clamshell Bucket. 


Dredging has been successfully re- 


torted to in recovering a valuable dia- 
mond ring that was lost in Petaluma 
creek, California. 'Recently the owner 
of the ling was standing on a bridge 
just below Petaluma, Call., across an 
arm of the crwk, when hia diamond 
ring slipped from his finger and fell 
through a crack in the bridge and into 
about eight feet of water. The stone in 
the ring cost, without the mounting, 
$800. 


The owner hated to give it up, yet 


he did not know how to go to work -to 
get it out. In his perplexity he applied 
to Captain John Hackett, a man of ex- 
perience in dredging, though on a some- 
what larger scale than hunting for so 
•mall a thing as a ring. The loser of the 
ring had been thoughtful enough to 
mark the place in the, bridge where tho 
ring fell through.

New York, April 8.—A flre that In some 


respects resembled the recent Windsor 
hotel disaster, visited one of the wealth- 
iest sections of this city during the early 
morning hours of yesterday, and caused 
the death of 12 persons. 
Nine or 10 


persons wore injured, one of whom will 
dio. 
Among others, a mother and her 


three little children perished. 
The list 


of the dead is almost equally divided 
between people of unusual wealth and 
those in poor circumstances. The latter 
were the servants, who with their em- 
ployers were burned to deatU by a flre 
that spread so rapidly that it gave no 
chance of escape. The amount of dam- 
age to property is estimated at about 
$220,000. 


The fire originated at the corner of 


Sixty-seventh street and Fifth avenue 
in the house occupied by Wallace C. 
Andrews, the wealthy president of a 
steam heating company. There were in 
this costly residence at that time 14 
persons fast asleep. How the flre orig- 
inated is still a mystery, though it seems 
tolerably certain that an explosion of 
some kind occurred. 


All of the bodies in the fire of yester- 


day have been 
recovered. The last 


found was that of Mrs. Wallace C. An- 
drews, burned almost beyond rectigni- 
tion. The dead are: Wallace C. An- 
drews, owner of the house burned; Mrs. 
Wallace G, Andrews, his wife; Mrs. 
Georgianna B. St. John, wife of Mrs. 
Andrews' brother, Gamaliel C. St. John; 
Orson St. John, aged 7; Wallace St. John, 
aged 3; Frederick St. John, aged 13 
months; Nellie Boland, servant; Mary 
Flannagan, servant; Eva Peterson, 
servant; Kate Downing, servant; Marie 
Rotih, servant; Annie Nsary, servant. 


In the Adams fire: Mrs. Mary Laugh- 


lln, aged SO years, housekeeper, burned 
to death. 


The list of injured at the Adams fire is; 


Mrs. 
Isabelle Adsms, wife of Albert J. 


Adams, spine injured, burns, suffering 
from shock; Nellie 
Quinn, servant, 


jumped from fourth floor to an exten- 
sion, severe bruises; Evelyn Adams, 
burns, shock; Minnie Bogue, servant, 
sprained 
ankle and bruises; Jerry 


Blazina, fireman, contusions of back; 
Mary Malloy, leg fractured, shock; Will- 
iam Slephenson, bruises and contusions, 
Presbyterian hospital. 


When the firemen arrived they saw it 


was impossible to gain an entrance to 
the Andrews house by the front door, 
and they then made an attempt through 
the Rothschild house adjoining. Three 
firemen managed to get in the rooms on 
the third floor and found Mrs. St. John 
and her 3-year-old son unconscious on 
the floor, their night clothes almost 
burned off. They were quickly taken 
into the Rothschild house. Mrs. St. John 
died within a few minutes. Her child 
died in thie fireman's arrna. 


The firemen made repeated efforts to 


get to the other rooms, but they mifht 
as well have attacked a furnace. The 
heat was terrible. The building seemed 
thoroughly dried and if saturated wuli 
oil it could hardly have burned more 
fiercely. Like most large New York 
dwellings it was high and narrow and ia 
encased on two sides by solid brick walls, 
and the effect was like a great chimney. 
Thej flames, roareoland.crackled and!shot 
into the air a distance of 100 feet or more, 
throwing a great fiery spray over the 
roofs of the surrounding houses. Several 
times these caught on fire, but the fire- 
men and servants were on the roofs with 
water and chemicals. 


All efforts to arouse the inmates in time 


to save themselves were fruitless, and 
aside from Mrs. St. John the only other 
persons who got out of the house alive 
were the two servants, Jennie Burns and 
Alice White, who appeared at upper win- 
dows. 


Before the firemen could raise ladders 


to reach them the women in their frenzy 
climbed out upon the sills and stood, aa 
if determining on which was the worst 
fate, to be burned to death or to jump to 
death. The Burns girl climbed out of a 
four-story window At the same mo- 
ment Alice White climbed out upon the 
Bill of an adjoining window on the fourth 
floor. The firemen cried to Ihe women 
not to jump, but the women were past 
heeding warning. Smoke was curling 
above their heads, and the next instant 
Jennie Burns leaped out. She turned 
over and over and fell almost directly 
upon her head. Her skull was fractured 
in several places. The other worraan, 
when she saw the 
awful fate of her 


friend, hesitated for a moment, then as 
the smoke thjckened she, too, jumped. 
She fell upoi'i a rear extension of the 
building and was picked up unconscious 
*nd severely injured. 


While the fire in the Andrews house 


Was raging great clouds of sparks were 
carried by the wind north and a brar-d 
flew into an upper open window of the 
home of Albttft J. Adams ^.t 3 East 
Sixty-ninth street. It caugnt in a cur- 
tain and instantly the room was ablaze. 
The servant at the window is thought to 
have been Mary Laughlin, for her dead 
body was found later at the foot of the 
stairs leading from the fourth floor to the 
roof. 


The servants in this house wer«> frantic 


in their eftorts to escape, and Marji 
Malloy and Minnie Bogue jumped from 
the rear of the fourth floor to the ex- 
tension, from where they were taken by 
the butler, assisted by firemen, police and 
»ome citizens. 


Nellie Quinn was cut oft on the fourth 


floor and appeared at a front window, 
about to jump. The crowd yelled to her 
to wait, but there was no time, as the 
flames were licking her clothes. The 
desperate woman put her hand over her 
eyes and jrmped, as she thought, to the 
ground, but instead landed on the roof 
Of the bay window one story below and 
lay there stunned. She 'was brought 
town from there in safety. The Adams 
family were also rescued, two of the 
daughters, however, being Injured.

"Mr. Carey also knows that .there is 
not an able bodied man in this state, 
with, an economical home administra- 
tion, who needs the help of his chil- 
dren under 16 years to earn more«than 
a comfortable living." We do not pro- 
pose to go into statistics as they are 
frequently dished up, but we ask Mr. 
Russell's attention for a moment to 
some things outside of tables that he 
must know. We think that Mr. Russell 
will agree with us when we say that 
the rapidity with which nature allows 
children to be born to parents permits 
quite a little family before the oldest 
child reaches the age of 16 years. Not 
uncommonly before that 
time 
the 


question of naming the baby has been 
discussed and settled for as many as 
half-a-dozen occasions. Now, bearing 
this in mind, we want to ask Mr, Rus- 
sell a question? Has the man who 
earns $1.50, many times only $1.25 a 
day, and hardly ever has work the year 
round, has this man—be he ever so 
temperate and hig home administration 
ever so economical, who pays from $10 
to $15 a month rent—no need of the help 
of his children under 16 years of age to 
earn a comfortable living for his fam- 
ily? This question has more point to 
it when it ia remembered that the 
single man thinks himself pretty well 
situated when he gets a clean bed £>nd 


vthree fair meals a day for $4 or $4.50 
a week.

Editor of The Transcript: 


We believe that Mr. Carey's bill to 


raise the school age of children to 16 
years is a good and beneficial measure, 
iuu if adopted would tend to bettei 
and higher education of the childrer 
m the state. But Mr. Carey is not sc 
anxious about the education of the 
children as he is to attack the present 
industrial system, and the benefactors 
n our communities who employ labor 
Mr. Carey knows perfectly well that 
t is the parents who spend theii 
money for drink and other things that 
tend to poveity, who want to get 
their children into the shop or factory 
ind not the capitalist. 
Mr. Carey 


'inows that in his o\sn city that these 
parents will resoi t to all sorts of mis- 
•epresentations about the age, at- 
cendance at school and other questions 
to get their children employed. Mr. 
Oarey also kno\\s that there is not an 
able bodied man in this state, with an 
economical home administration, who 
needs the help of his children under 
16 years to earn more than a comfort- 
able living. 


If Mr. Carey will be as anxious to 
'iut up the 60 or more drinking places, 
ncludmg the druggists in his city, as 
le is about special factory legislation, 
here './ill be very little trouble about 
joverty or child labor. 


If he would stop the drink traffic 


ind cease his war on the industries 
n his city thfre \\oulcl not be 1,000 
mpty tenements in Haverhill, and 
onditions for earning a living and edu- 
ating children would be vastly1 im- 
iroved. 


Let us look at the conditions under 
icense and under no-license for earn- 
ng a living and educating children, 
nd like conditions will follow prohi- 
>ition in any city in this country. Dur- 
ng 10 years of 
tempting drinking 


ilaces in Cambridge, the deposits in 
he four savings banks increased from 
4,907,597.36 in 1876 to .$6,560,934.90 in 
886, an average gain of $155,133.75 per 
/ear. At the end of the succeeding 
ten years of no-license, the deposits 
mounted to $10,237,479.14, an average 
innual gain of $366,654.43, two and one- 
lalf times as great under no-license 
is under license. National bank de- 
posits under license increased in ten 
years $112,877.17. In ten years of no- 
hcense tlfe increase was $863,923.13, 
showing an increase more than seven 
fimes as great under no-license as un- 
ler license. 


In 1876 there were 423 pupils in the 


Cambridge high school. In 1886 there 
were 516 pupils in the two Cambridge 
high schools. In lS9t> there were 1063 
oupils in the high schools. Ten license 
years show an increase of 93 pupils. 
Ten no-license years show an increase 
if 547 pupils, an increase of more than 
five times as great under no-license as 
under license. 


The grammar schools show a very 


great increase of graduates under no- 
ilcense over the ten license years. No- 
license gave the city treasury more 
than four times as much money in 
taxes on Increased valuation as the li- 
cense fees would have amounted to 
had they have been granted. 


The Labor Report shows that the 


value of goods manufactured in Cam- 
bridge in 1S95, after nine years of no- 
licsnse, was txvice as great as in 1885, 
after nine years of license. Also that 
the average earnings of working peo- 
ple was $80 more in 1895 than in 1885, 
after nine years of license, notwith- 
standing the severe business depression 
from 1893 to 1895. 


This with the increased deposits 


in the national banks shows that bus- 
iness of all kinds was better and more 
than double in amount under no-li- 
cense than under license. The average 
tax rate during the ten years of li- 
cense was $16.45 per $1,000. The aver- 
age tax rate under the ten no-license 
years was $15.71 per $1,000, or 74 cents 
less than during the license period. 


The assessed valuaton of the city de- 


creased nearly $4,000,000 during the ten 
license years, and increased $33,702,030 
during the ten no-license years. The 
total expenditures of the city in 1875 
were $2,805,267.74 
In 1885, 
$2,354,298.69 


In 1895, 
$3,686,702.54 


There is, as Mr. Carey says, no nec- 


esity for child labor in the factories, if 
people would spend their earnings 
legitimately and riot for alchollc drink 
and narcotics. Mr. Carey knows that 
there- is no attempt by the capitalist or 
any one else to beat down labor, with 
child labor. Siijce January, 1887, wages 
have been -generally raised throughout 
the country, yet there has been no at- 
tempt In one Instance to beat down or 
koep down wages by increasing the 
pmploymcnt of children.

With the coming season should coma 


also a change in the food served on your 
table. To a great degree nature, by its 
cravings, will regulate this, if you will 
but listen to nature; but this is too sel- 
dom done. 


Our climatic conditions are such as to 


render a diversified diet peculiarly neces» 
eary. During the winter season fats and 
meats are not only desirable, but de- 
manded in large quantities by the sys- 
tem to furnish heat to withstand the 
cold and to replace the increased wasta 
going on under the stimulus of a louver 
temperature. 


W« are just emerging1 from the coM 


season and moving toward the heated 
period. You can tell this without con- 
sulting1 tlw; thermometer, if you will lis- 
ten to th#ciavings of appetite. Nature 
Is calling for green things, for the bitter 
of the dandelion and spinach, the crisp- 
ness of the radish and cucumber, and the 
acid of the strawberry. Later on will 
come the distaste for meats, particularly 
fat meats and the desire for fruit of all 
kinds. 


i 
Just now, however, we are dealing 


1 with spring and its demands, and I wish 


to briefly urge the yielding to a rea- 
sonable apperite for early vegetables and 
salads. No cucumber or tomato will taste 
as good'as the first one of the season, 
and no dish of spinach or dandelion so 
palatable as that eaten at what seems 
out of season to the ^ordinary out-door 
grow er. 
' 


I know early delicacies are expensive, 


but not so much so as to be prohibitive, 
and the cash you pay out in that way 
M ill do you more good and give more sat- 
isfaction than the same amount expend- 
ed when all these are so common and so 
cheap. 


Treat cucumbers and tomatoes with a 


light dressing of oil, vinegar and a dash 
of mufclard, with salt and pepper to 
taste, if you are fond of salads, and you 
may ui>e a mayonaise, if you prefer. I am 
sure you will find the use of oil desir- 
able, particularly if you are distressed 
by eating cur-umbers without its use. 


Tomatoes may be served in many ways, 


of which the following are two examples. 
TOMATOES STUFFED WITH MACA- 


RONI. 


Cut off the stern ends of solid tomatoes, 


and 
seeds. Cut the macaroni in very small 
pieces, season it wjth salt, pepper and 
onion juice and fill the cavities. Lay a bit

TURKEY A LA ROYALE. 


Take a loaf of bread two days old and 


cut as many slices (rather thick ones) 
as >ou have persons to serve. With a 
knife, or a good-sized cutter, cut them 
Into heart-shaped pieces. Mak« a raw 
custard with one cupful of milk, one- 
qua>-t«r o* a teaspoonful of salt, a dash 
of papper, and one egg; lay the pieces 
of bread on a platter, and dip the custard 
over them until they are well soaked. 
Then, using a broad-bladed knife, that 
they iwy not be broken, immerse them in 
smoking-hot fat until golden brown, and 
drain on unglazed paper. In a saucepan 
and two level tablespoonfuls of flour, 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of salt, and 
& dash ot cayenne. When mixed, add 
four tablespoonfuls of strong chicken or 
veal stock and four tablespoonfuls of 
thick cream. Stir until thick, then add 
tv, o tablespoonfuls of the liquor from a 
can of mushrooms, 10 mushrooms, and 
two truffles finely chopped. (This amount 
of sauce is sufficient for one pint of 
cooked and finely-chopped turkey meat.) 
Add the turkey meat, season with salt, 
pepper and nutmeg, simmer for 10 min- 
utes, take from the fire, and add the 
yolk of one egg, well beaten. Put a 
spoonful of this on each bread crouton, 
and serve. 


GUSHING CAKE. 


Cream one cup of sugar and one-half 


cup of butter, two eggs well beaten, one- 
half cup of milk, two-thirds teaspoonful 
of soda dissolved in the milk, one tea- 
spoonful of cream tartar sifted into two 
cups of flour. Mix all well together. Now

BRAISED BEEF. 


Put tt nice piece of beef weighing; four 


or five pounds in a pot; scatter sliced 
onions over it; salt lightly, and if you 
have any good gravy or stock, add it to 
the cup of boiling TV ater you pour over 
the meat. Cover and cook one and one- 
half hours, adding more hot water should 
the water in the pot sink too low; when 
done, dredge with flour, set in the hot 
oven, and as the flour browns baste with 
melted butter.

IB Equipped With Up to Date Gun* 


to RepU ce Her Old Smoothbore*. 
She 1» m, Good Crnlner and Will lie 
Valuable on tbe Pacific—Tlie Ilart- 
ford'B HUtory. 


Tbe glorious old sloop of war Hart- 


ford, from whose wooden sides thun- 
dered the broadsides of Farragut, is to 
be made an effective part ot our navy 
once more. She was bruit at the Boston 
navy yard in the year 1858, and has 
lately been thoroughly overhauled, re- 
paired and refitted at tho navy yard, 
Mare Island. 
A modern battery has 


been placed on board and an additional 
deck added (a light spar deck), cover- 
ing her main battery from tbe weather 
as well as from injury from small gun 
projectiles daring action. Tbe beams 
and stringers of this deck are steel, 
with steel angles and fastening connec- 
tions to the wood hull, and these are 
covered with a substantial deck of Cali- 


j fornia wood. 


On this upper or spar deck, around 


the rail, is mounted a secondary battery 
of four 6 pounder and one 3 pounder > 
rapid fire guns, two Colts and one 5 
inch gun at the bow on the center line. 
Below this, en the gun deck, are mount- 
ed twelve 5 inch rapid fire gun&. This 
battery of modern guns is in strong 
contrast to the ancient smoothbores 
that made the Hartford so famous un- 
der the command of the invincible Far- 
ragut in the civil war. It is also su- 
perior to any of the batteries placed on 
oar late steel gunboats, and but for the 
danger that would result to her in ac- 
tion, due to splinters and fire, owing to 
her wooden hull, she would be more 
than a match for most of our new ves- 
sels, also those of foreign navies of 
near her displacement. 


The vessel is sheathed with copper, 


and having also a large sail spread she 
is capable of making long voyages with- 
out being obliged to linger near coaling 
stations. With new boilers and the en- j 
gines put in thorough repair, a speed of ! 
12 knots on 2,000 horsepower is expect- | 
ed, while under sail alone, with a stiff 
breeze, she is expected to make a speed 
of nine knots at least. 


At a previous session of congress mon- 


ey was appropriated to keep this his- 
toric •fi«esel in repair and in active serv- 
ice—a most commendable provision. It 
is noted that foreign governmenta keep 
their celebrated naval vessels afloat and 
in service for generations. 
Nelson's 


flagship, the Victory, is one of these. 


The dimensions, etc., of the Hartford 


are: Length between perpendiculars, 
225 feet; breadth, 44 feet; mean draft 
of water, 18 feet 2 inches; capacity of 
coal bunkers, 286 tons; complement of 
officers, 32; complement of crew, 213. 
It is expected that the vessel will be 
ready for sea about Sept. 30, 1899. 


The Hartford was just four years old 


when Admiral Farragnt, commanding 
the westt rn gulf blockading squadron, 
of which the famous sloop of war was 
the flagship, determined to force tfie 
passage of the forts and take New Or- 
leans. The feat was unquestionably th 
most brilliant achievement in naval his- 
tory, and has only recently been paral- 
leled by Dewey's glorious victory a1 
ilanilabay. The course that Farragut's 
fleet bad to follow to reach the forts 
was known to be thickly mined, and all 
manner of terrors were apprehended, 
but there was no wavering. "Hang the 
torpedoes I" 
cried 
Farragut. 
"Go 


ahead!" And the robust language of 
the old fire eater took its ,place among 
sentences historical. 


Led by the Hartford, from whose 


sides there belched forth fire, smoke and 
metal in a continuous stream, the squad- 
ron passed the Confederate forts, Jack- 
son and St. Philip, and took New Or- 
leans on the following day. Farragut 
then attacked and captured the princi- 
pal gulf ports of Texas, completing the 
glorious task he had set for himself. 


The name of Farragut was henceforth 


to be enrolled among our leading naval 
heroes, and the splendid old Hartford 
is designed to possess the same histor- 
ical importance to the American people 
as Nelson's flagship Victory to the Brit- 
ish. The Victory's fighting days are 
over. Her old ago is being passed peace- 
fully in harbor amid no more exciting 
snrronndings than the ordinary hum- 
drum of commerce provides. Her sole 
mission now is to stir to patriotic fer- 
vor the feelings of those of the queen's 
subjects who climb aboard the gray old 
ship and meditate ecstatically on the 
glory of Britain as they gaze at the 
brass plate on which is inscribed, "Here 
Nelson fell." A more useful life is 
ahead for the Hartford. American pa- 
triots can proudly walk her decks as 
she plows the waves armed with guns 
of the newest type, a more formidable 
craft by far than that from which Far- 
ragnt flung his famous defiance to the 
enemy's explosives. It should be a gala 
day throughout America when the 
Hartford turns her prow seaward once 
more,—Washington Post.
